An Act to consolidate and amend the laws relating to the Procedure 
of the Courts of Civil Judicature. 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend the laws relating 
to the procedure of the Courts of Civil Judicature ; It is hereby enacted 
as follows : — 

PRELIMINARY. 

1. (1 ) This Act may be cited as the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908. 

(2) It shall come into force on the first day of January, 1909. 

(3) This section and sections 155 to 158 extend to the whole of British 
India : the rest of the Code extends to the whole of British India, except 
the Scheduled Districts.

2. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or Definitions, 
context, — 

(1) “ Code 77 includes rules : 

(2) “ decree 77 means the formal expression of an adjudication 'which, 
so far as regards the Court expressing it, conclusively determines the rights 
of the parties with regard to all or any of the matters in controversy in 
the suit and may be either preliminary or final. It shall be deemed to

or convenience ; 

(g) every officer whose duty it is, as such officer, to take, receive, 

keep or expend any property on behalf of x [the Crown], or 
to make any survey, assessment or contract on behalf of 
1 [the Crown], or to execute any revenue-process, or to investi- 
gate, or to report on, any matter affecting the pecuniary 
interests of 1 [the Crown], or to make, authenticate or keep 
any document relating to the pecuniary interests of 1 [the 
Crown], or to prevent the infraction of any law for the 
protection of the pecuniary interests of ^the Crtown] ; 
and 

( h ) every officer in the service or pay of ^the Crovm], or re- 

munerated by fees or commission for the performance of 
any public duty : 

(18) “rules” means rules and forms contained in the First 
Schedule or made under section 122 or section 125 : 

(1,9) “share in a corporation” shall be deemed to include stock, 
debenture stock, debentures or bonds : and

3. For the purposes of this Code, the District Court is subordinate Subordina- 
te the High Court, and every Civil Court of a grade inferior to that of a 
District Court and every Court of Small Causes is subordinate to the 

High Court and District Court. 

4. (1) In the absence of any specific provision to the contrary, Savings, 
nothing in this Code shall be deemed to limit or otherwise affect any 
special or local law now in force or any special jurisdiction or power con- 
ferred, or any special form of procedure prescribed, by or under any oLker 
law for the time being in force. 

(2) In particular and without prejudice to the generality of the 
proposition contained in sub-section (1), nothing in this Ciode shall be 
deemed to limit or otherwise affect any remedy which a landholder or 
landlord may have under any law for the time being in force for the 
recovery of rent of agricultural land from the produce of such land. 

5. (J) Where any Revenue Courts are governed by the provisions 
of this Code in those matters of procedure upon which any special enact- 
ment applicable to them is silent, the 2 [Provincial Government] * * 
may, by notification in the 4 [Official Gazette], declare that any portions

of those provisions which, are not expressly made applicable by this Code 
shall not apply to those Courts, or shall only apply to them with such 
modifications as the 1 [Provincial Government] 2 * * # may prescribe. 

(5) “ Revenue Court” in sub-section ( 1 ) means a Court having 
jurisdiction under any local law to entertain suits or other proceedings 
relating to the rent, revenue or profits of land used for agricultural 
purposes, but does not include a Civil Court having original jurisdiction 
under this Code to try such suits or proceedings as being suits or proceed- 
ings of a civil nature. 

6. Save in so far as is otherwise expressly provided, nothing herein 
contained shall operate to give any Court jurisdiction over suits 
the amount or value of the subject-matter of which exceeds the 
pecuniary limits (if any) of its ordinary jurisdiction. 

7. The following provisions shall not extend to Courts constituted 

under the Provincial Small Cause Courts Act, 1887, or to Courts ix. of 1887. 
exercising the jurisdiction of a Court of Small Causes under that Act, that 
is to say,—

SUITS IN GENERAL. 

Jurisdiction of th^ Courts and res judicata . 

9. The Courts Shall (subject to the provisions herein contained) Courts to try 
have jurisdiction to try all suits of a civil nature excepting suits of which 

their cognizance is either expressly or impliedly barred. 

Explanation. — A suit in which the right to property or to an office is 
contested is a suit of a civil nature, notwithstanding that such right may 
depend entirely on the decision of questions as to religious rites or cere- 
monies. 

10. No Court shall proceed with the trial of any suit in which the Stay of salt, 
matter in issue is also directly and substantially in issue in a previously 
instituted suit between the same parties, or between parties under whom 

they or any of them claim litigating under the same title where such Suit 
is pending in the same or any other Court in British India having juris- 
diction to grant the relief claimed, or in any Court beyond the limits of 
British India established or continued by 4 [the Central Government or 
the Crown Representative] and having like jurisdiction, or before His 
'Majesty in Council. 

Explanation. — The pendency of a suit in a foreign Court does not 
preclude the Courts in British India from trying a suit founded on the 
same cause of action. 

11. No Court shall try any suit or issue in which the matter Bes judicata. 
directly and substantially in issue has been directly and substantially

Explanation I. — The expression “ former suit ” shall denote a suit 
which has been decided prior to the suit in question whether or not it was 
instituted prior thereto.

Explanation III— The matter above referred to must in the former 
suit have been alleged by one party and either denied or admitted, expressly 
or impliedly, by the other. 

Explanation IT. — Any matter which might and ought to* have 
been made ground of defence or attack in such former suit shall be deemed 
to have been a matter directly and substantially in issue in such suit, 

Explanation V. — Any relief claimed in the plaint, which is not 
expressly granted by the decree, shall, for the purposes of this section, be 
deemed to have been refused. 

Explanation VI.— Where persons litigate Iona fide in respect of a 
public right or of a private right claimed in common for themselves and 
others, all persons interested in such right shall, for the purposes of this 
section, be deemed to claim under the persons so litigating. 

Bar to further 32. Where a plaintiff is precluded by rules from instituting a 
further suit in respect of any particular cause of action, he shall not be 
entitled to institute a suit in respect of such cause of action in any Court 
to which this Code applies.

Provided that, in respect of the value of the subject-matter of the 
suit, the entire claim is cognizable by such Court, 
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(Part I .— Suits in general . Place of suing.) 

18. ( 1 ) Where it is alleged to be uncertain within the local limits 
of the jurisdiction of which of two or more Courts any immoveable pro- 
perty is situate, any one of those Courts may, if satisfied that there is 
ground for the alleged uncertainty, record a statement to that effect and 
thereupon proceed to entertain and dispose of any suit relating to that 
property, and its decree in the suit shall have the same effect as if the 
property were situate within the local limits of its jurisdiction : 

Provided that the suit is one with respect to which the Court is 
competent as regards the nature and value of the suit to exercise juris- 
diction. 

(2) Where a statement hais not been recorded under sub-section (1), 
and an objection is taken before an appellate or revisional Court that a 
decree or order in a suit relating to such property was made by a Court 
not having jurisdiction where the property is situate, the appellate or 
revisional Court shall not allow the objection unless in its opinion there 
was, at the time of the institution of the suit, no reasonable ground for 
uncertainty as to the Court having jurisdiction with respect thereto and 
there lias been a consequent failure of justice. 

19. Where a suit is for compensation for wrong done to the person 
or to moveable property, if the wrong was done within the local limits 
of the jurisdiction of one Court and the defendant resides, or carries ou 
business, or personally works for gain, within the local limits of the 
jurisdiction of another Court, the suit may he instituted at the option 
of the plaintiff in either of the said Courts. 

Illustrations . 

(a) A, residing in Delhi, beats B in Calcutta. B may sue A either in. Calcutta or 
in Delhi. 

(P) A, residing in Delhi, publishes in Calcutta statements defamatory of B. B 
may sue A either in Calcutta or in Delhi. 

20. Subject to the limitations aforesaid, every suit shall be instituted 
in a Court within the local limits of whose jurisdiction — 

(a) the defendant, or each of the defendants where there are more 

than one, at the time of the commencement of the suit, actually 
and voluntarily resides, or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain ,* or 

(b ) an y of the defendants, where there are more than one, at the 

time of the commencement of the snit, actually and 
voluntarily resides, or carries on business, ior personally 
works for gain, provided that in such case either the leave 
of the Court is given, or the defendants who do not reside, 
or carry on business, or personally work for gain, as afore- 
said, acquiesce in such institution ; or 

(c) the cause of action, wholly or in part, arises. 
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Explanation I . — Where a person has a permanent dwelling at one 
place and also a temporary residence at another place, he shall be deemed 
to reside at both places in respect of any cause of action arising at the 
place where he has such temporary residence. 

Explanation 11 . — A corporation shall be deemed to carry on business 
at its sole or principal office in British India or, in respect of any cause 
of action arising at any place where it has also a subordinate office, at such 
place. 

Illustrations. 

(a) A is a tradesman in Calcutta. B earries on business in Delhi. B, by his 
agent in Calcutta, buys goods of A and requests A to deliver them to the East Indian 
Railway Company. A delivers the goods accordingly in Calcutta. A may sue B for 
the price of the goods either in Calcutta, where the cause of aetion has arisen, or in 
Delhi, where B carries on business. 

(1>) A resides at Simla, B at Calcutta and C at Delhi. A, B and C being together 
at Benares, B and C make a joint promissory note payable on demand, and deliver it 
to A. A may sue B and C at Benares, where the cause of aetion arose. He may 
also sue them at Calcutta, where B resides, or at Delhi, where C resides ; but in each of 
these cases, if the non-resident defendant objects, the suit cannot proceed without the 
leave of the Court. 

21. No objection, as to the place of suing shall be allowed by any Objections to 
appellate or revisional Court unless such objection was taken in the Court i urisdiction - 
of first instance at the earliest possible opportunity and in all cases where 

issues are settled at or before such settlement, and unless there has been 
a consequent failure of justice. 

22. Where a suit may be instituted in any one of two or more Power to 
Courts and is instituted in one of such Courts, any defendant, after notice ^tmlyk 
to the other parties, may, at the earliest possible opportunity and in all instituted^ 
cases where issues are settled at or before such settlement, apply to have ^C^uri 
the suit transferred to another Court, and the Court to which such appli- 
cation is made, after considering the objections of the other parties (if 

any), shall determine in which of tbe several Courts having jurisdiction 
llae suit shall proceed. 

23. (1) Where the several Courts having jurisdiction are subordinate To what 

to the same Appellate Court, an application under section 22 shall be made +•

Interest. 

34. (1) Where and in so far as a decree is for the payment of money, 
the Court may, in the decree, order interest at such rate as the Court 
deems reasonable to be paid on the principal sum adjudged, from the

EXECUTION. 

General. 

36. The provisions of this Code relating to the execution of decrees Applicatioi 
shall, so far as they are applicable, be deemed to apply to the execution toorders - 
of orders. 

37. The expression “ Court which passed a decree,” or words to Definition 
that effect, shall, in relation to the execution of decrees, unless there is p asse( i a 
anything repugnant in the subject or context, be deemed to include,— decree - 

(а) where the decree to be executed has been passed in the exercise 

of appellate jurisdiction, the Court of first instance, and 

(б) where the Court of first instance has ceased to exist or to have 

jurisdiction to execute it, the Court which, if the suit wherein 
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the decree was passed was instituted at the time of maldng 
the application for the execution of the decree, would have 
jurisdiction to try such suit. 

Courts by which decrees may be executed. 

38. A decree may be executed either by the Court which passed it, 
or by the Court to which it is sent for execution. 

39. (1) The Court which passed a decree may, on the application 
of the decree-holder, send it for execution to another Court, — 

(a) if the person against whom the decree is passed actually and 

voluntarily resides or carries on business, or personally 
works for gain, within the local limits of the jurisdiction 
of such other Court, or 

(b) if such person has not property within the local limits of the 

jurisdiction of the Court which passed the decree sufficient 
to satisfy such decree and has property within the local 
limits of the jurisdiction of such other Court, or 

(c) if the decree directs the sale or delivery of immoveable property 

situate outside the local limits of the jurisdiction of the Court 
which passed it, or 

(d) if the Court which passed the decree considers for any other 

reason, which it shall record in writing, that the decree 
should be executed by such other Court. 

(5) The Court which passed a decree may of its own motion send 
it for execution to any subordinate Court of competent jurisdiction. 

40. 'Where a decree is sent for execution in another province, it 
shall be sent, to such Court and executed in such manner as may be 
prescribed by rujes in force in that province. 

41. The Court to which a decree is sent for execution shall certify 
to the Court which passed it the fact of such execution, or where the 
former Court fails to execute the same the circumstances attending such 
failure. 

42. The Court executing a decree sent to it shall have the same 
powers in executing such decree as if it had been passed by itself. Ail 
persons disobeying or obstructing the execution of the decree shall be 
punishable by such Court in the same manner as if it had passed the 
decree. And its order in executing such decree shall be subject to the 
same rules in respect of appeal as if the decree had been passed by itself. 

43. Any decree passed by a Civil Court established in any part 
of British India to which the provisions relating to execution do not 
extend, or by any Court established or continued by the authority of 
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1 [the Central Government or the Crown Representative] in the terri- 
tories of any foreign Prince or State, may, if it cannot be executed 
•within the jurisdiction of the Court by which it was passed, be executed 
in manner herein provided within the jurisdiction of any Court in British 
India.

Gazette declare that the decrees of any Civil or Revenue Courts in any

and that it is necessary for the determination of the real matter in dispute 
so to do, order any other person to be substituted or added as plaintiff upon 
such terms as the Court thinks just. 

(2) The Court may at any stage of the proceedings, either upon or 
without the application of either party, and on such terms as may appear 
to the Court to be just, order that the name of any party improperly 
joined, whether as plaintiff or defendant, be struck out, and that the name 
of any person who ought to have been joined, whether as plaintiff oi* 
defendant, or whose presence before the Court may be necessary in order 
to enable the Court effectually and completely to adjudicate upon and 
settle all the questions involved in the suit, be added. 

(3) No person shall be added as a plaintiff suing without a next friend 
or as the next friend of a plaintiff under any disability without his consent. 

(4) Where a defendant is added, the plaint shall, unless the Court 
otherwise directs, be amended in such manner as may be necessary, and 
amended copies of the summons and of the plaint shall be served on the new 
defendant and, if the Court thinks fit, on the original defendant, 

(5) Subject to the provisions of the 1 Indian Limitation Act, 1877, XV of 1877. 
section 22, the proceedings as against any person added as defendant shall 

be deemed to have begun only on the service of the su mm ons. 

11. The Court may give the conduct of the suit to such person as it 
deems proper. 

12. ( 1 ) Where there arc more plaintiffs than one, any one or more 
of them may be authorized by any other of them to appear, plead or act 
for such other in any proceeding ; and in like manner, where there are

(2) The authority shall be in writing signed by the party giving it 
and shall be filed in Court. 

13. All objections on the ground of nonjoinder or misjoinder of parties Objections as 
shall be taken at the earliest possible opportunity and, in all cases where 
issues are settled, at or before such settlement, unless the ground of objec- 
tion has subsequently arisen, and any such objection not so taken shall 
be deemed to have been waived. 

OBDER II. 

Frame of Suit . 

1. Every suit shall as far as practicable be framed so as to afford Frame of 
ground for final decision upon the subjects in dispute and to prevent fur- 

tber litigation concerning them. 

2. (1) Every suit shall include the whole of the claim which the Suit to 
plaintiff is entitled to make in respect of the cause of action ; but a plaiu ^declaim, 
tiff may relinquish any portion of his claim in order to bring the suit within 

the jurisdiction of any Court. 

{2) Where a plaintiff omits to sue in respect of, or intentionally relin- Relinquish- 
quishes, any portion of his claim, he shall not afterwards sue in respect 
of the portion so omitted or relinquished. claim. 

(3) A person entitled to more than one relief in respect of the same Omission to 
cause of action may sue for all or any of such reliefs ; but if he omits, 

except vith the leave of the Court, to sue for all such reliefs, he shall not reliefs, 
afterwards sue for any relief so omitted. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this rule an obligation and a 
collateral security for its performance and successive claims arising under 
the same obligation shall be deemed respectively to constitute but one 
cause of action. 


Illustration. 

A lets a house to B at a yearly rent of Rs, 1,200. The rent for the whole of the 
years 1905, 1906 and 1907 is due and unpaid. A sues B in 1908 only for the rent due 
for 1906. A shall not afterwards sue B for the rent due for 1905 or 1907. 

3. (1) Save as otherwise provided, a plaintiff may unite in the samp joinder of 
suit several causes of action against the same defendant, or the same 
defendants jointly ; and any plaintiffs having causes of action in which 
they are jointly interested against the same defendant or the same de- 
fendants jointly may unite such causes of action in the same suit. 
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{2) Where causes of action are united, the jurisdiction of the Court 
as regards the suit shall depend on the amount or value of the aggregate 
subject-matters at the date of instituting the suit. 

4. No cause of action shall, unless, with. the leave of the Court, be 
joined with a suit for the recover of immoveable property, except — 

ia) claims for mesne profits or arrears of rent in respect of I he 
property claimed or any part thereof.; 

(&) claims for damages for breach of any contract under which the 
property or any part thereof is held ; and 
(c) claims in which the relief sought is based on the same cause of 
action : 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall be deemed to prevent any 
party in a suit for foreclosure or redemption from asking to be put into 
possession of the mortgaged property. 

5. No claim by or against an executor, administrator or heir, as such, 
shall be joined with claims by or against him personally, unless the last- 
mentioned claims are alleged to arise with reference to the estate in 
respect of which the plaintiff or defendant sues or is sued as executor, 
administrator or heir, or are such as he was entitled to, or liable for, 
jointly with the deceased person whom he represents. 

6. Where it appears to the Court that any causes of action joined 
in one suit cannot be conveniently tried or disposed of together, the 
Court may order separate trials or make such other order as may be ex- 
pedient. 

7. All objections on the ground of misjoinder of causes of action shall 
be taken at the earliest possible opportunity and, in all eases where issues 
are settled, at or before such settlement, unless the ground of objection has 
subsequently arisen, and any such objection not so taken shall be deemed 
to Lave been waived. 


ORDER III. 

Recognized Agents and Pleaders.

ORDER VI. 

Pleadings generally . 

1. “ Pleading ” shall mean plaint or written statement. 

2. Every pleading shall contain, and contain only, a statement in a 
concise form of the material facts on which the party pleading relies for his 
claim or defence, as the case may be, but not the evidence by which they 
are to be proved, and shall, when necessary, be divided into paragraphs, 
numbered consecutively. Dates, sums and numbers shall be expressed 
in figures. 

3. The forms in Appendix A when applicable, and where they are not 
applicable forms of the like character, as nearly as may be, shall be used 
for all pleadings. 

4. In all cases in which the party pleading relies on any misrepre- 
sentation, fraud, breach of trust, wilful default, or undue influence, and 
in all other cases in which particulars may be necessary beyond such as 
are exemplified in the forms aforesaid, particulars (with dates and items 
if necessary) shall be stated in the pleading. 

5. A further and better statement of the nature of the claim or de- 
fence, or further and better particulars of any matter stated in any plead- 
ing, may in all eases be ordered, upon such terms, as to costs and other- 
wise, as may be just. 

6. Any condition precedent, the performance or occurrence of which 
is intended to be contested, shall be distinctly specified in his pleading by 
the plaintiff or defendant, as the case may be ; and, subject thereto', an 
averment of the performance or occurrence of all conditions precedent 
necessary for the case of the plaintiff or defendant shall be implied in his 
pleading. 

7. No pleading shall, except by way of amendment, raise any new 
ground of claim or contain any allegation of fact inconsistent with the 
previous pleadings of the party pleading the same. 

8. Where a contract is alleged in any pleading, a hare denial of the 
same by the opposite party shall be construed only as a denial in fact of 
the express contract alleged or of the matters of fact from which the 
same may be implied, and not as a denial of the legality or sufficiency in 
law of such contract. 

9. Wherever the contents of any document are material, it shall be 
sufficient in any pleading to state the effect thereof as briefly as possible, 
without setting out the whole or any part thereof, unless the precise 
words of the document or any part thereof are material. 
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10. Wherever it is material to allege malice, fraudulent intention, Malice, 
knowledge or other condition of the mind of any person, it shall he suffi- ^ e ° wledge ' 
cient to allege the same as a fact without setting out the circumstances from 

which the same is to be inferred. 

11. Wherever it is material to allege notice to any person of any Notice, 
fact, matter or thing, it shall be sufficient to allege such notice as a fact, 
unless the form or the precise terms of such notice, or the circumstances 
from which such notice is to be inferred, are material. 

12. Whenever any contract or any relation between any persons is to be Implied 

implied from a series of letters or conversations or otherwise from a num- or 

ber of circumstances, it shall be sufficient to allege such contract or rela 

tion as a fact, and to refer generally to such letters, conversations or cir- 
cumstances without setting them out in detail. And if in such case the 
person so pleading desires to rely in the alternative upon more contracts 
or relations than one as to be implied from such circumstances, he may 
state the same in the alternative. 

13. Neither party need in any pleading allege any matter of fact w3iich ^i 0 ^ ptions 
the law presumes in his favour or as to which the burden of proof lies 

upon the other side unless the same lias first been specifically denied (e.g., 
consideration for a bill of exchange where the plaintiff sues only on the 
bill and not for the consideration as a substantive ground of claim). 

14. Every pleading shall be signed by the party and his pleader (if Pleading to 
any) : Provided that wliere a party pleading is, by reason of absence besi s ned * 
or for other good cause, unable to sign the_ pleading, it may be signed by 

any person duly authorized by him to sign the same or to sue or defend on 
his behalf. 

10. ( 1 ) Save as otherwise provided by any law for the time being Verification 
in force, every pleading shall be verified at the foot by the party or by one of readings.* 
of the parties pleading or by some other person proved to the satisfaction 
of the Court to be acquainted with the facts of the case. 

(2) The person verifying shall specify, by reference to the numbered 
paragraphs of the pleading, what he verifies of his own knowledge and 
7/hat lie verifies upon information received and believed to be true. 

(«*?) The verification shall be signed by the person making it and 
shall state the date on which and the place at which it was signed. 

16. The Court may at any stage of the proceedings order to be striking out 
struck out or amended any matter in any pleading which may be unneces- P leadm g s * 
sary or scandalous or which may tend to prejudice, embarrass or delay 

the fair trial of the suit. 

17. The Court may at any stage of the proceedings allow either Amendment 
party tu alter or amend his pleadings in such manner and on such terms of pleadings, 
as may he just, and all such amendments shall he made as may be neces- 
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sary for the purpose of determining the real questions in controversy 
between the parties. 

18. If a party who has obtained an order for leave to amend does 
not amend accordingly within the time limited for that purpose by the 
order, or if no time is thereby limited then within fourteen days from 
the date of the order, he shall not be permitted to amend after the expira- 
tion of such limited time as aforesaid or of such fourteen days, as the case 
may be, unless the time is extended by the Court. 

ORDER VII. 

Plaint. 

1. The plaint shall contain the following particulars : — 

(a) the name of the Court in which the suit is brought ; 

(b) the name, description and place of residence of the plaintiff ; 

(c) the name, description and place of residence of the defend- 

ant, so far as they can he ascertained ; 

(d) where the plaintiff or the defendant is a minor or a person of * 

unsound mind, a statement to that effect ; 

(e) the facts constituting the cause of action and when it arose ; 

(/) the facts showing that the Court has jurisdiction ; 

(g) the relief which the plaintiff claims ; 

(A) where the plaintiff has allowed a set-off or relinquished a por- 
tion of his claim, the amount so allowed or relinquished ; 
and 

(i) a statement of the value of the subject-matter of the suit for 
the purposes of jurisdiction and of court-fees, so far as the 
case admits. 

2. Where the plaintiff seeks the recovery of money, the plaint shall 
state the precise amount claimed : 

But where the plaintiff sues for mesne profits, or for an amount 
which will be found due to him on taking unsettled accounts between him 
and the defendant, the plaint shall state approximately the amount sued 
for. 

3. Where the subject-matter of the suit is immoveable property, the 
plaint shall contain a description of the property sufficient to identify it, 
and, in case such property can be identified by boundaries or numbers in 
a record of settlement of survey, the plaint shall specify such boundaries 
or numbers. 
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4. Where the plaintiff sues in a representative character the plaint 
shall show not only that he has an actual existing interest in the subject- 
matter, but that he has taken the steps (if any) necessary to enable him to 
institute a suit concerning it. 

6. The plaint shall show that the defendant is or claims to be interest- 
ed in the subject-matter, and that he is liable to be called upon to answer 
the plaintiff*# demand. 

6. Where the suit is instituted after the expiration of the period 
prescribed by the law of limitation, the plaint shall show the ground upon 
which exemption from such law is claimed. 

7. Every plaint shall state specifically the relief which the plaintiff 
claims either simply or in the alternative, and it shall not be necessary 
to ask for general or other relief which may always be given as the Court 
may think just to the same extent as if it had been asked for. And the 
same rule shall apply to any relief claimed by the defendant in his written 
statement, 

8. Where the plaintiff seeks relief in respect of several distinct claims 
or causes of action founded upon separate and distinct grounds, they 
shall be stated as far as may be separately and distinctly. 

9. ( 1 ) The plaintiff shall endorse on the plaint, or annex thereto, 
a list of the documents (if any) which he has produced along with it ; 
and, if the plaint is admitted, shall present as many copies on plain paper 
of the plaint as there are defendants, unless the Court by reason of the 
length of the plaint or the number of the defendants, or for any other 
sufficient reason, permits him to present a like number of concise state- 
ments of the nature of the claim made, or of the relief claimed in the suit, 
in which case he shall present such statements. 

(2) Where the plaintiff sues, or the defendant or any of the defend- 
ants is sued, in a representative capacity, such statements shall show 
in what capacity the plaintiff or defendant sues or is sued. 

(3) The plaintiff may, by leave of the Court, amend such statements 
so as to make them correspond with the plaint. 

(4) The chief ministerial officer of the Court shall sign such list 
and copies or statements if, on examination, he finds them to be correct. 

1 10. ( 1 ) The plaint shall at any stage of the suit be returned to be 
presented to the Court in which the suit should have been instituted. 

(2) On returning a plaint the Judge shall endorse thereon the date 
of its presentation and return, the name of the party presenting it, and 
a brief statement of the reasons for returning it.

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ORDER VIII. 

Written Statement and Set-off . 

' 1. The defendant may, and, if so required by the Court, shall, at or 
before the first hearing or within such time as the Court may permit, 
present a written statement of his defence. 

2. The defendant must raise by his pleading all matters which show 
the suit not to be maintainable, or that the transaction is either void or ; 
voidable in point of law, and all such grounds of defence as, if ;not raised, 
would be likely to take the opposite party by surprise, or would raise issues 
of fact not arising out of the plaint, as, for instance, fraud, limitation, 
release, payment, performance, or facts showing illegality. 

3. It shall not be sufficient for a defendant in his written statement 
ro deny generally the grounds alleged by the plaintiff, but the defendant 
must deal specifically with each allegation of fact of which he does not 
admit the truth, except damages. 

4. Where a defendant denies an allegation of fact in the plaint, he 
must not do so evasively, hut answer the point of substance. Thus, if it 
is alleged that he received a certain sum of money, it shall not be suffi- 
cient to deny that he received that particular amount, but he must deny 
that he received that sum or any part thereof, or else set out how much 
he received. And if an allegation is made with divers circumstances, 
it shall not be sufficient to deny it along with those circumstances. 

5. Every allegation of fact in the plaint, if not denied specifically or 
by necessary implication, or stated to be not admitted in the pleading of 
the defendant, shall he taken to be admitted except as against a person 
’under disability : 

Provided that the Court may in its discretion require any fact so 
admitted to be proved otherwise than by such admission. 
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6. (1): Where in a suit for the recovery of money the defendant 
claims to set-off against the plaintiff’s demand any ascertained sum of 
money legally recoverable by him from the plaintiff, not exceeding the 
pecuniary limits of the jurisdiction of the Court, and both parties fill 
the same character as they fill in the plaintiff’s suit, the defendant may, 
at the first hearing of the suit, but not afterwards unless permitted by 
the Court, present a written statement containing the particulars of the 
debt sought to be set-off. 

(2) The written statement shall have the same effect as a plaint in a 
cross-suit so as to enable the Court to pronounce a final judgment in 
respect both of the original claim and of the set-off : but this shall not 
affect the lien, upon the amount decreed, of any pleader in respect of the 
costs payable to him under the decree. 

(3) The rules relating to a written statement by a defendant apply 
to a written statement in answer to a claim of set-off. 

Illustrations , 

(a) A bequeaths Bs. 2,000 to B and appoints C his executor and residuary 
legatee. B dies and D takes out administration to B’s effects. O pays Bs. 1,000 
as surety for D ; then D sues C for the legacy. C cannot set-off the debt of Bs. 1,000 
against the legacy, for neither O nor D fills the same character with respect to the 
legacy as they fill with respect to the payment of the Bs. 1,000. 

(b) A dies intestate and in debt to B. C takes out administration to A's effects 
and B buys part of the effects from C. In a suit for the purchase-money by C against 
B, the latter cannot set-off the debt against the price, for O fills two different 
characters, one as the vendor to B, in which he sues B, and the other as representative 
to A. 

(o) A sues B on a biU of exchange. B alleges that A has wrongfully neglected 
to insure B’s goods and is liable to him in compensation which he claims to set-off. 
The amount not being ascertained cannot be set-off. 

(d) A sues B on a biU of exchange for Bs. 500. B holds a judgment against A 
for Bs. 1,000. The two claims being both definite pecuniary demands may be set- 
off. 

(e) A sues B for compensation on account of trespass. B holds a pro misso ry 
note for Bs. 1,000 from A and claims to set-off that amount against any sum that A 
may recover in the suit, B may do so, for, as soon as A recovers, both sums are 
definite pecuniary demands. 

(/) A and B sue O for Bs. 1,000. O cannot set-off a debt due to him by A 
alone. 

(g) A sues B and O for Bs. 1,000. B cannot set-off a debt due to him alone 
by A. 

W A owes the partnership firm of B and O Bs. 1,000. B dies, leaving C survi- 
ving. A sues C for a debt of Bs. 1,500 due in his separate character. C may set-off 
the debt of Bs. 1,000.

Settlement of Issues and Determination of Suit on Issues of Law or on 

Issues agreed upon . 

Framing of 1 . (l) Issues arise when a material proposition of fact or law is 
affirmed by the one party and denied by the other. 

(2) Material propositions are those propositions of law or fact which 
a plaintiff must allege in order to show a right to sue or a defendant must 
allege in order to constitute his defence. 

(3) Each material proposition affirmed by one party and denied by 
the other shall form the subject of a distinct issue. 

(4) Issues are of two kinds : (a) issues of fact, (b) issues of law. 

(5) At the first hearing of the suit the Court shall, after reading the 
plaint and the written statements, if any, and after snch examination of the 
parties as may appear necessary, ascertain upon what material propositions 
of fact or of law the parties are at variance, and shall thereupon proceed to 
frame and record the issues on which the right decision of the case appears 
to depend. 
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(6) Nothing in this rule requires the Court to frame and record issues 
where the defendant at the first hearing of the suit makes no defence.

45. (1) Where agricultural produce is attached, the Court shall 
make such arrangements for the custody thereof as it may deem sufficient 
and, for the purpose of enabling the Court to make such arrangements, 
every application for the attachment of a growing crop shall specify the 
time at which it is likely to be fit to be cut or gathered. 

(£) Subject to such conditions as may be imposed by the Court in 
this behalf cither in the order of attachment or in any subsequent order, 
the judgment-debtor may tend, cut, gather and store the produce and do 
any other act necessary for maturing or preserving it ; and if the judgment- 
debtor fails to do all or any of such acts, the decree-holder may, with the 
permission of the Court and subject to the like conditions, do all or any 
of them either by himself or by any person appointed by him in this 
behalf, and the costs incurred by the decree-holder shall be recoverable 
from the judgment-debtor as if they were included in, or formed part of, 
the decree. 

(3) Agricultural produce attached as a growing crop shall not be 
deemed to have ceased to be under attachment or to require re-attachment 
merely because it has been severed from the soil. 
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(4) AVhere an order for the attachment of a growing crop has been 
made at a considerable time before the crop is likely to be fit to be cut or 
gathered, the Court may suspend the execution of the order for such time 
as it thinks fit, and may, in its discretion, make a further order pro- 
hibiting the removal of the crop pending the execution of the order of 
attachment. 

(5) A growing crop which from its nature does not admit of being 
stored shall not be attached under this rule at any time less than twenty 
days before the time at which it is likely to be fit to be cut or gathered.

or fodder-staek on or in which it is deposited : 
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Prodded that the Court may direct the sale to be held at the nearest 
place of public resort, if it is of opinion that the produce is thereby likely 
to sell to greater advantage. 

(2) Where, on the produce being put up for sale, — 

(a) -a fair price, in the estimation of the person holding the sale, 
is not offered for it, and 

(l) the owner of the produce or a person authorized to act in his 
behalf applies to have the sale postponed till the next day 
or, if a market is held at the place of sale, the next market- 
day, 

the sale shall be postponed accordingly and shall be then completed, what- 
ever price may be offered for the produce. 

75. (1) Where the property to be sold is a growing crop and the 
crop from its nature admits of being stored but has not yet been stored, 
the day of the sale shall be so fixed as to admit of its being made ready for 
storing before the arrival of such day, and the sale shall not be held until 
the crop has been cut or gathered and is ready for storing. 

(2) Where the crop from its nature does not admit of being stored, 
it may be sold before it is cut and gathered, and the purchaser shall be 
entitled to enter on the land, and to do all that is necessary for the purpose 
of tending and cutting or gathering it. 

76. Where the property to be sold is a negotiable instrument or a 
share in a corporation, the Court may, instead of directing the sale to be 
made by public auction, authorize the sale of such instrument or share 
through a broker. 

77. (1) Where moveable property is sold by public auction the 
price of each lot shall be paid at the time of sale or as soon after as the 
officer ox other person holding the sale directs, and in default of payment 
the property shall forthwith be re-sold.

Sale of immoveable property . 


82. Sales of immoveable property in execution of decrees may be 
ordered by any Court other than a Court of Small Causes. 
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83. ( 1 ) Where an order for the sale of immoveable property has 
been made, if the judgment-debtor can satisfy the Court that there is 
reason to believe that the amount of the decree may be raised by the 
mortgage or lease or private sale of such property, or some part thereof, 
or of any other immoveable property of the judgment-debtor, the Court 
may, on his application, postpone the sale of the property comprised in 
the order for sale on such terms and for such period as it thinks proper, 
to enable him to raise the amount. 

(2) In such case the Court shall grant a certificate to the judgment- 
debtor authorizing him within a period to he mentioned therein, and not- 
withstanding anything contained in section 64, to make the proposed 
mortgage, lease or sale : 

Provided that all monies payable under such mortgage, lease or sale 
shall be paid, not to the judgment-debtor, but, save in so far as a decree- 
holder is entitled to set off such money under the provisions of rule 72, 
into Court : 

-Provided also that no mortgage, lease or sale under this rule shall 
become absolute until it has been confirmed by the Court. 

(5) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to apply to a sale of pro- 
perty directed to be sold in execution of a decree for sale in enforcement 
of a mortgage of, or charge on, such property.

Death, Marriage and Insolvency of Parties . 

1, The death of a plaintiff or defendant shall not cause the suit to 
abate if the right to sue survives. 


2. Where there are more plaintiffs or defendants than one, and 
any of them dies, and where the right to sue survives to the surviving 
plaintiff or plaintiffs alone, or against the surviving defendant or defend- 
ants alone, the Court shall cause an entry to that effect to be made oi\ the 
record, and the suit shall proceed at the instance of the surviving plaintiff 
or plaintiffs, or against the surviving defendant or defendants.

4. (1) Where one of two or more defendants dies and the right to 
sue does not survive against the surviving defendant or defendants alone, 
or a sole defendant or sole surviving defendant dies and the right to sue 
survives, the Court, on an application made in that behalf, shall cause 
the legal representative of the deceased defendant to be made a party and 
shall proceed with the suit. 

[2) Any person so made a party may make any defence appropriate 
to his character as legal representative of the deceased defendant.

Payment into Court 

1. The defendant in any suit to recover a debt or damages may, at 
any stage of the suit, deposit in Court such sum of money as he considers 
a satisfaction in full of the claim. 

2. Notice of the deposit shall be given through the Court by the 
defendant to the plaintiff, and the amount of the deposit shall (unless the 
Court otherwise directs) be paid to the plaintiff on his application. 

3. ISFo interest shall be allowed to the plaintiff on any sum deposit- 
ed by the defendant from the date of the receipt of such notice, whether 
the sum deposited is in full of the claim or falls short thereof. 

4. (l) Where the plaintiff accepts such amount as satisfaction in 
part only of his claim, he may prosecute his suit for the balance ; and, if 
the Court decides that the deposit by the defendant was a full satisfaction 
of the plaintiffs *s claim, the plaintiff shall pay the costs of the suit incurred 
after the deposit and the costs incurred previous therein, so far as they 
were caused by excess in the plaintiff’s claim. 

(2) Where the plaintiff accepts such amount as satisfaction in full 
of his claim, he shall present to the Court a statement to that effect, and 
such statement shall be filed and the Court shall pronounce judgment 
accordingly ; and, in directing by whom the costs of each party are to be 
paid, the Court shall consider which of the parties is most to* blame for 
the litigation. 

Illustrations. 

(a) A owes B Rs. 100. B sues A for the amount, having made no demand for 
payment and having no reason to believe that the delay caused by making a demand 
would place him at a disadvantage. On the plaint being filed, A pays the money into 
Court. B accepts it in full satisfaction of his claim, but the Court should not allow 
him any costs, the litigation being presumably groundless on his part. 

(ft) B sues A under the circumstances mentioned in illustration (a). On the 
plaint being filed, A disputes the claim. Afterwards A pays the money into Court. B 
accepts it in full satisfaction of his claim. The Court should also give B 1ns costs of 
suit, A J s conduct having shown that the litigation was necessary. 

(c) A owes B Es. 100, and is willing to pay him that sum without suit. B claims 
Es. 150 and sues A for that amount. On the plaint being filed A pays Es. 100 into 
Court and disputes only his liability to pay the remaining Rs. 50. B accepts the 
Es. 100 in full satisfaction of his claim. The Court should order him to pay A’s 
costs.

ORDER XXV. 

Security for Costs. 

1. (I) Where, at any stage of a suit, it appears to the Court that a 
sole plaintiff is, or (when there are more plaintiffs than one) that all the 
plaintiffs are residing ou,t of British India, and that such plaintiff does 
not, or that no one of such plaintiffs does, possess any sufficient immove- 
able property within British India other than the property in suit, the 
Court may, either of its own motion or on the application of any defen- 
dant, order the plaintiff or plaintiffs, within a time fixed by it, to give 
security for the payment of all costs incurred and likely to be incurred by 
any defendant. 

(2) Whoever leaves British India under such circumstances as to 
afford reasonable probability that he will not be forthcoming whenever 
he may be ealled upon to pay costs shall be deemed to be residing out of 
British India within the meaning of sub-rule (1). 

(. 3 ) On the application of any defendant in a suit for the payment 
of money, in which the plaintiff is a woman, the Court may at any stage 
of the suit make a like order if it is satisfied that such plaintiff does not 
possess any sufficient immoveable property within British India. 

2. (I) In the event of such security not being furnished within the 
time fixed, the Court shall make an order dismissing the suit unless the 
plaintiff or plaintiffs are permitted to withdraw therefrom. 

(2) Where a suit is dismissed under this rule, the plaintiff may apply 
for an order to set the dismissal aside, and, if it is proved to the satisfac- 
tion of the Court that he was prevented by any sufficient cause from 
furnishing the security within the time allowed, the Court, shall set aside 
the dismissal upon sneh terms as to security, costs or otherwise as it thinks 
fit, and shall appoint a day for proceeding with the suit. 

(3) The dismissal shall not he set aside unless notice of such applica- 
tion has been served on the defendant. 


ORDER XXVI. 

Commissions. 

Commissions to examine witnesses. 

1. Any Court may in any suit issue a commission for the examina- 
tion on interrogatories or otherwise of any person resident within the local 
limits of its jurisdiction who is exempted under this Code from attend- 
ing the Court or who is from sickness or infirmity unable to attend it. 
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2. An order for the issue of a commission for the examination of a 
witness may be made by the Court either of its own motion or on the appli- 
cation, supported by affidavit or otherwise, of any party to the suit or of 
the witness to be examined.

(б) any person who is about to leave such limits before the date 

on which he is required to be examined in Court ; and 

(c) x [any person in the service of the Crown] who cannot, in the 
opinion of the Court, attend without detriment to the public 
service. 

(.3) Such commission may be issued to any Court, not being a Sigh 
Court, within the local limits of whose jurisdiction sueii person resides, 
or to any pleader or other person whom the Court issuing the commission 
may appoint* 

( 3 ) The Court on issuing any commission under this rule shall direct 
whether the commission shall be returned to itself or to any subordinate 
Court. 

5. “Where any Court to which application is made for the issue of 
a commission for the examination of a person residing at any place not 
within British India is satisfied that the evidence of such person is neces- 
sary, the Court may issue such commission or a letter of request. 

6 . Every Court receiving a commission for the examination of any 
person shall examine him or cause him to be examined pursuant thereto. 


7. Where a commission has been duly executed, it shall be returned, 
together with the evidence taken under it, to the Court from which it was 
issued, unless the order for issuing the commission has otherwise directed, 
in which ease the commission shall be returned in terms of such order ; 
and the commission and the return thereto and the evidence taken under 
it shall (subject to the provisions of the next following rule) form part 
of the record of the suit.

8. Evidence taken under a commission shall not be read as evidence

a commission to such person as it thinks fit directing him to make such 

investigation and to report thereon to the Court : 

Provided that, where the 2 [Provineial Government] has made rules 
as to the persons to whom such commission shall be issued, the Court shall 
he bound by such rules. 

10. (1) The Commissioner, after such local inspection as he deems 
necessary and after reducing to writing the evidence taken by him, shall 
return such evidence, together with his report in writing signed by him 
to the Court.

12. ( 1 ) The Court shall furnish the Commissioner with such part 
of tiie proceedings and such instructions as appear necessary, and tbe 
instructions shall distinctly specify whether the Commissioner is merely 
to transmit the proceedings which he may hold oil the inquiry, or also to 
report his own opinion .on the point referred for his examination. 

(2) The proceedings and report, (if any) of the Commissioner shall 
be evidence in the suit, but where the Court has reason to be dissatisfied 
with them, it may direct such further inquiry as it shall think fit. 

Commissions to make partitions . 

13. Where a preliminary decree for partition has been passed, tbe 
Court may, in any case not provided for by section 54, issue a commission 
to such person as it thinks fit to make the partition or separation accord- 
ing to the rights as declared in such decree. 

14. ( 1 ) The Commissioner shall, after such inquiry as may be 
necessary, divide the property into as many shares as may be directed by 
the order under which the commission was issued, and shall allot such 
shares to the parties, and may, if authorised thereto by the said order, 
award sums to be paid for the purpose of equalizing the value of the 
shares. 

(2) The Commissioner shall then prepare and sign a report or the 
Commissioners (where the commission was issued to more than one person 
and they cannot agree) shall prepare and sign separate reports appointing 
the share of each party and distinguishing each share (if so directed by 
the said order) by metes and bounds.

ORDER XXXIII. 

Suits by Paupers. 

1. Subject to the following provisions, any suit may be instituted by 
a pauper. 

Explanation. — A person is a “ pauper when he is not possessed of 
sufficient means to enable him to pay the fee prescribed by law for the 

plaint in such suit, or, where no such fee is prescribed, when he is not 

entitled to property worth one hundred rupees other than his necessary 
wearing-apparel and the subject-matter of the suit. 

2. Every application for permission to sue as a pauper shall contain 
the particulars required in regard to plaints in suits : a schedule of any 
moveable or immoveable property belonging to the applicant, with the 
estimated value thereof, shall be annexed thereto ; and it shall be signed 
and verified in the manner prescribed for the signing and verification of 
pleadings. 

3. Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the applica- 
tion shall be presented to the Court by the applicant in person, unless

10. Where the plaintiff succeeds 1 in the suit, the Court shall calculate 
the amount of court-fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff if 
he had not been permitted to sue as a pauper ; such amount shall be re- 
coverable by the 1 [Provincial Government] from any party ordered by 
the decree to pay the same, and shall be a first charge on the subject-matter 
of the suit. 

11. Where the plaintiff fails in the suit or is dispaupered, or where 
the suit is withdrawn or dismissed, — 

(a) because the summons for the defendant to appear and answer 

has not been served upon him in consequence of the failure 
of the plaintiff to pay the court-fee or postal charges (if 
any) chargeable for such service, or 

(b) because the plaintiff does not appear when the suit is called on 

for hearing, 

the Court shall order the plaintiff, or any person added as a co-plaintiff to 
the suit, to pay the court-fees which would have been paid by the plaintiff 
if he had not been permitted to sue as a pauper. 

12. The 1 [Provincial Government] shall have the right at any time 
to apply to the Court to make an order for the payment of court-fees under 
rule 10 or rule 11.

ORDER XXXIV. 

Suits relating to Mortgages of Immoveable Property. 

1. Subject to the provisions of this Code, all persons having an interest 
either in the mortgage-security or in the right of redemption shall be 
joined as parties to any suit relating to the mortgage. 

Explanation. — A puisne mortgagee may sue for foreclosure or for 
sale without making the prior mortgagee a party to the suit ; and a prior 
mortgagee need not be joined in a suit to redeem a subsequent mortgage. 

2 [2. (1) In a suit for foreclosure, if the plaintiff succeeds, the Court 
shall pass a preliminary decree — 

(a) ordering that an account be taken of what was due to the 

plaintiff at the date of such decree for — 

( i ) principal and interest on the mortgage,

(Hi) other costs, charges and expenses properly incurred by him 
up to that date in respect of his mortgage-security, 
together with interest thereon ; or

perty. 

{2) The Court may, on good cause shown and upon terms to he fixed 
by the Court, from time to time, at any time before a final decree is passed, 
extend the time fixed for the payment of the amount found or declared due 
under sub-rule ( 1 ) or of the amount adjudged due in respect of subsequent 
costs, charges, expenses and interest. 

(3) Where, in a suit for foreclosure, subsequent mortgagees or per* 
sons deriving title from, or subrogated to the rights of, any such mortgagees 
are joined as parties, the preliminary decree shall provide for the adjudica- 
tion of the respective rights and liabilities of the parties to the suit in the 
manner and form set forth in Form No. 9 or Form No. 10, as the case 
may be, of Appendix D with such variations as the circumstances of the 
ease may require. 
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3 3. (I) Where, before a final decree debarring the defendant from all 
right to redeem the mortgaged property has been passed, the defendant

He then writes to C for the 
purpose of making the jewels a security for a debt due from himself to C. A after- 
wards alleges that C’s debt is satisfied, and C alleges the contrary. Both claim the 
jewels from B. B may institute an interpleader-suifc against A and 0.

(S) The agreement, when so filed, shall be numbered and registered as 
a suit between one or more of the parties claiming to be interested as 
plaintiff or plaintiffs, and the other or the others of them as defendant or 
defendants ; and notice shall be given to all the parties to the agreement, 
oilier than the party or parties by whom it was presented. 

4. Where the agreement has been filed, the parties to it shall be subject 
to the jurisdiction of the Court and shall be bound by the statements con- 
tained therein.

Provided that the Court shall not rest its decision on any other ground 
unless the party who may be affected thereby has had a sufficient 
opportunity of contesting the case on that ground. 

3. (1) Where the memorandum of appeal is not drawn up in the 
manner hereinbefore prescribed, it may be rejected, or be returned to the 
appellant for the purpose of being amended within a time to be fixed by 
the Court or be amended then and there. 

(2) Where the Court rejects any memorandum, it shall record the 
reasons for such rejection. 

(3) Where a memorandum of appeal is amended, the Judge, or such 
officer as he appoints in this behalf, shall sign or initial the amendment.

1. Where the execution of a decree has been transferred to the 
Collector under section 68, he may — 

(a) proceed as the Court would proceed when the sale of immowe-

An Act to consolidate the Enactments relating to Ports and Port- 

charges. 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate the enactments relating to 
ports and port-charges ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary. 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Indian Ports Act, 1908.

41. In order to ascertain the tonnage of any vessel liable to pay port 
S dues the following rules shall be observed, namely 

,rfc " (1) (a) If the vessel is a British registered vessel or a vessel register- 

ed under the Indian Registration of Ships Act, 1841, or the 
Indian Registration of Ships Act (1841) Amendment Act 
1850, or under any other law for the time being in force 
for the registration of vessels in British India, the conservator 
may require the owner or master of the vessel or any persor 
having possession of her register to produce the register foi 
inspection.

he Court may also, if it thinks fit, revoke his discharge, hut without pre- 
udice to the validity of any sale, disposition or payment duly made 
>r tiling duly done subsequent to the discharge, hut before its reVoca- 
ion, 

44. In either of the following cases, that is to say : — 

(1) in the case of a settlement made "before and in consideration of 
marriage where the settlor is not at the time of making the 
settlement able to pay all his debts ‘without the aid of the 
property comprised in the settlement ; or 
(«<?) in the case of any covenant or contract made in consideration 
of marriage for the future settlement on or for the settlor’s 
wife or children of any money or property wherein he had 
not at the date of his marriage any estate or interest (not 
being money or property of or in right of his wife) ;

45. (1) An order of discharge shall not release the insolvent from— 
(a) any debt due to the Crown ; 

(&) any debt or liability incurred by means of any fraud or frau- 
dulent breach of trust to ’which he was a party : or 

(c) any debt or liability in respect of which he has obtained for- 

bearance by any fraud to which he was a party ; or 

(d) any liability under an order for maintenance made under section 

488 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898. 
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{2) Save as otherwise provided by sub-section (1), an order of dis- 
arge shall release the insolvent from all debts provable in insolvency. 

(£) An order of discharge shall be conclusive evidence of the insol- 
ncy, and of the validity of the proceedings therein.

(5) Save as provided by sub-sections (1) and ( 2 ), all debts and liabili- 
ty present or future, certain or contingent, to which the debtor is subject 
aen he is adjudged an insolvent or to which he may become subject before

(4) An estimate shall be made by the official assignee of the value of 
iy debt or liability provable as aforesaid which by reason of its being sub- 
et to any contingency or contingencies, or for any other reason, does not 
;ar a certain value : 

Provided that if in his opinion the value of the debt or liability is m- 
pable of being fairly estimated, he shall issue a certificate to that effect, 
id thereupon the debt or liability shall be deemed to be a- debt not prov- 
>le in insolvency. 

Explanation . — For the purposes of this section “ liability ” includes 
i y compensation for work or labour done, any obligation or possibility 
' an obligation to pay money or money’s worth on the breach of any 
:press or implied covenant, contract, agreement or undertaking, whether 
Le breach does or does not occur, or is or is not likely to occur or 
ipabie of occurring, before the discharge of the debtor, and generally 
includes any express or implied engagement, agreement or undertaking 
> pay, or capable of resulting in the payment of, money or money’s worth, 
hether the payment is, as respects amount, fixed or unliquidated ; as

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respects time, present or future, certain or dependent on any contingency 
or contingencies ; as to mode of valuation, capable of being ascertained by 
fixed rules, or as matter of opinion. 

47. "Where there liave been mutual dealings between an insolvent 
and a creditor proving or claiming to prove a debt under this Act, an 
account shall be taken of what is due from the one party to the other 
in respect of such mutual dealings, and the sum due from the one party 
sbfl.ll be set off against any sum due from the other party, and the balance 
of the account, and no morei, shall be claimed or paid on either side 
respectively : 

Provided that a person shall not be entitled under this section to 
claim the benefits of any set-off against the property of an insolvent in 
any case where he had at the time of giving credit to the insolvent notice 
of the presentation of any insolvency petition by or against him. 

48. "With respect to the mode of proving debts, the right of proof by 
secured and other creditors, the admission and rejection of proofs, and the 
othdl- matters referred to in the Second Schedule, the rules in that schedule 
shall be observed. 

49. ( 1 ) In the distribution of the property of the insolvent there shall 
bo paid in priority to all other debts — 

(a) all debts due to the Crown or to any local authority ;

(4) In the case of partners, the partnership property shall be appli- 
cable in the first instance in payment of the partnership debts, and the 
separate property of each partner shall be applicable in the first instance in 
payment of his separate debts. "Where there is a surplus of the separate 
property of the partners, it shall be dealt with as part of the partnership 
property ; and where there is a surplus of the partnership property, it 
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shall be dealt with as part of the respective separate property in propor- 
tion to the rights and interests of each partner in the partnership pro- 
perty. 

(o) Subject to the provisions of this Act, all debts proved in insol- 
vency shall bo paid rateably according to the amounts of such debts res- 
pectively and without any preference. 

( 6 ) Where there is any surplus after payment of the foregoing debts, 
it shall be applied in payment of interest from the date on which the 
debtor is adjudged an insolvent at the rate of six per centum per annum 
on all debts proved in the insolvency. 

50. Alter an order of adjudication has been made no distress for 
rent due before such order shall be made upon the goods or effects of the 
insolvent, unless the order be annulled, but the landlord or party to whom 
the rent may be due shall be entitled to prove in respect of such rent. 

Property available for payment of debts . 

51. The insolvency of a debtor, whether the same takes place on the Relation of

order of adjudication is made against him, or 

(b) if the insolvent is proved to have committed more ’acts of 

insolvency than one, the time of the first of the acts of 
insolvency proved to have been committed by the insolvent 
within three months next preceding the date of the present- 
ation of the insolvency petition : 

Trovio'ccl that no insolvency petition or order of adjudication shall 
be rendered invalid by reason of any act of insolvency committed anterior 
to the debt of the petitioning creditor. 

52. (i) The property of the insolvent divisible amongst his creditors, I>«scriptiaa 

and in this Act referred to as the property of the insolvent, shall not vent’s 
comprise the following particulars, namely : — divisible 

( a ) property held by the insolvent on trust for any other person ; amongst 

(b) the tools (if any) of liis trade and the necessary wearing credltoni - 

apparel, bedding, cooking vessels, and furniture of himself, 
his wife and children, to a value, inclusive of tools and 
apparel and other necessaries as aforesaid, not exceeding 
three hundred rupees in the whole. 

(2) Subject as aforesaid, the property of the insolvent shall comprise 
the following particulars, namely : — 

(a) all such property as may belong to or be vested in the insolvent 
at the commencement of the insolvency or may be acquired 
by or devolve on him before his discharge ;

Provided also that the true owner of any goods which have become 
ivisible among* the creditors of the insolvent under the provisions of 
ause (c) may prove for the value of such goods. 

** Effect of insolvency on antecedent transactions . 

53. ( 1 ) Where execution of a decree has issued against the property 
E a debtor, no person shall he entitled to the benefit of the execution 
gainst the official assignee, except in respect of assets realized in the 
nirse of the execution by sale or otherwise before the date of the order

(2) Nothing in this section shall affect the right of a secured creditor 
i respect of property against which a decree is executed.

57. Subject to the foregoing provisions with respect to the effect of Protection 
insolvency on an execution and with respect to the avoidance of certain 

transactions . 

transfers and preferences, nothing in this Act shall invalidate in the case 
of an insolvency — 

(a) any payment by the insolvent to any of his creditors ; 

(b) any payment or delivery to the insolvent ; * 

(c) any transfer by the insolvent for valuable consideration ; or 

(i d ) any contract or dealing by or with the insolvent for valuable 
consideration : 

Provided that any such transaction takes place before the date of 
the order of adjudication and that the person with whom such transac- 
tion takes place has not at the time notice of the presentation of any insol- 
vency petition by or against the debtor.

58. (i) The official assignee shall, as soon as may be, take possession PosBeeskm 
of the deeds, books and documents of the insolvent and all other parts of

(2) The official assignee shall, in relation to and for the purpose of 
acquiring oi retaining possession of the property of the insolvent, be in 
the same position as if he were a receiver of the property appointed under 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, and the Court may on his application 
enforce such acquisition or retention accordingly. 

(3) Where any part of the property of the insolvent consists of stock, 
shares in ships, shares, or any other property transferable in the books of 
any company, office or person, the official assignee may exercisr'the right 
to transfer the property to the same extent as the insolvent might have 
exercised it, if he had not become insolvent. 

(4) Where any part of the property of the insolvent consists of things 
in action, such things shall be deemed to have been duly transferred to 
the official assignee.

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66. ( 1 ) Tile Court may, on tlie application of any person either 
claiming any interest in any disclaimed property, or under any liability 
not discharged by this Act in respect of any disclaimed property, and on 
hearing such persons as it thinks fit, make an order for the vesting of the

Provided always, that, where the property disclaimed is of a leasehold

ings or do any business which may be sanctioned by the

(/) accept as the consideration for the sale of any property of the 
insolvent a sum of money payable at a future time or fully 
paid shares, debentures or debenture stock in any limited 
company subject to such stipulations as to security and other- 
wise as the Court thinks fit ; 

( g ) Mortgage or pledge any part of the property of the insolvent for 
the purpose of raising money for the payment of his debts 
or for the purpose of carrying on the business ; 

(ft) refer any dispute to arbitration, and compromise all debts, 
claims and liabilities, on such terms as may be agreed upon ; 

(i) divide in its existing form amongst the creditors, according to 
its estimated value, any property which, from its peculiar 
nature or other special circumstances, cannot readily or ad- 
vantageously be sold. 

1 (2) The official assignee shall account to the Court and pay over all 
monies and deal with all securities in such manner as is prescribed or as 
the Court directs. 


Distribution of property . 

69. (I ) The official assignee shall, with all convenient speed, declare 
and distribute dividends amongst the creditors who have proved their 
debts. 

(2) The first dividend (if any) shall be declared and be distributed 
* within 2 [one year] after the adjudication, unless the official assignee

(3) Subsequent dividends shall, in the absence of sufficient reason to 
the contrary, be declared and be payable at intervals of not more than 
six months. 

(4) Before declaring a dividend, the official assignee shall cause notice 
of bi& intention to do so to he published in the prescribed manner, and 
shall also send reasonable notice thereof to each creditor mentioned in the 
insolvent’s schedule who has not proved his debt.

An Act to provide for the prevention of the spread of Donrine. 

■Whereas it is expedient to provide for the prevention of the spread 
of donrine ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

1. ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Donrine Act, 1910. 

(£) This section extends to the whole of British India : the rest of 
this Act extends only to such areas as the 2 [Provincial Government] may, 
by notification 3 in the 4 [Official Gazette] , direct. 

2. ( 1 ) In this Act, the expressions “ inspector ” and “ veterinary 
practitioner ” mean, respectively, the officers appointed as such under 
this Act, acting within the local limits for which they are so appointed. 

(2) The provisions of this Act in so far as they relate to entire horses 
shall, if the 2 [Provincial Government], by notification as aforesaid, so 
directs, apply also to entire asses used for mule-breeding purposes. 

3U The 2 [Provincial Government] may, by notification as aforesaid, 
make such orders as it thinks fit directing and regulating the registration 
of entire horses maintained for breeding purposes. 

4. (I) The 2 [Provincial Government] may, by notification as* 
aforesaid, appoint any persons it thinks fit to be inspectors, and any 
qualified veterinary surgeons to be veterinary practitioners, under this 
Act, and to exercise and perform, within any area prescribed by the noti- 
fication, the powers conferred and duties imposed by this Act upon such 
officers respectively. 

(4?) Every person so appointed shall be deemed to be a public servant „ 
within the meaning of the Indian Penal Code. ] 

5. An inspector may, subject to such rules as the 2 [Provincial 
Government] may make in this behalf, — 

(<z) enter and search any building, field or other place for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether there is therein any horse
